RESEARCH WORK IN 
» CHINA.

“ [tis only within the last gen- 
eration or so that systematic 
Tesearch work has been carried 
out in various ‘parts of ‘the globe 
by scientists, either, independent- 
ly or in conjunction with-learned 
societies. Mostof tha men who 
have penetrated into hitherto 
unknown, ragions; and . have 
brought new facts of all kinds to 
the notice of the reat of the world, 
have been naturalists, whose 
main object ‘has been to obtain a 
better knowledge of new forms of 
plant and animal life. For many 
years their discoveries were con. 
sidered of hardly any importance 
to the mass of humanity, and 
only within our own time has the 
relation between zoology and 
botany and medical research 
become firmly .established in'the 


The conclusions arrived’ at in 
connection with babdonic plague, 
malaria, anchylostomiasis, and 
other tropical affections, the 
control or extermination of pests 
and fungi attacking food crops, 
tha introduction and development 
af economic plants—they-all awe 
their origiu to the work of men 
whose traiuing was partly or 
wholly along zoological and 
botanical lines. Whon a beetle 


pest does great damage, it is tha} 


naturalist who can study its life 
history” who discovers a remedy. 
Apart from occasional leisurely 
work by wandering scientists, 
most of the research in the East, 
even in ,British territories, has 
been carried out under the 
auspices of an encowed organis- 
ation, «like the Rockefeller 
Foundation. Wherever. a fow 


earnost naturalists in China have] W 


attempted to advance their work 
they have found no organised 
assistance forthcoming. It has 
recently been brought home to 
us that Shanghai has ‘several 
eathusiasts who appear to have 
progressed despite official and 
Pablic apathy. In Hongkong 
one would conclude, from super- 
ficial- observation, that there is 
nobody who realises the import- 
ance of such scientific’ research 
carried out ina systematic man- 
ner, 
professionals. This is in strong 
contrast to Malaya, where 
natural History, of a generally 
educative nature, not only has 
the sanction of the authorities, 
but is also part of the Govern- 
ment’a departmental work. ‘The 
world is advancing, and South 
China is ro longer a territory to 
be neglected, even in part, by the 
tesearch worker ornaturaliat. We 
hope to see here, in time, 4 popular 
organisation that will bring home 
to all the fascination of such in- 
vestigations, and which will 
form the basis of future valuable 
conclusions. . 


An Excellent Schemé,

In the winter of 1853-54, "J. BE 

Taylor, ‘British Vice-Coasul at 
Basra, began the first excavations 
on the site, He began with the 
Aigurrat, clearing much of it and 
finding four perfect olay cylinders 
inscribed in cunei-form, which 
Sir Hoary Rawlinson subsequent- 
ly read, showing thereby thal 
Taylor had found a temple tothe 
Moon, and thatthe oity was Ur 
of the Chaldees. Close to the 
south-east corner, forty-five yards 
distant, be discovered another 
four hundred yards 
round, paved with kiln-burot 
bricks in bitumen, thy walls made 
of crude brick, and the rafters 
evidently of date-palms; bat, 
excopt a few copper nails, the 
building yielded little. 
more successfulin clearing what 
he calls the Tomb Mound. a little 
to thesouth of the-iqurrat, which 
be found to be full of pottery 
coffins, containing skeletons and 
funerary: utensils, which appear 
to-date from c.
